Medicare Barbs Dominate Race 


Romney, Obama spar 
over each other’s plan 
to tame the program 


Treasure Island, Fla. 

Showing no signs of letting up, Mitt 
Romney and President Barack Obama 
are doubling down on claims the other 
would threaten seniors’ golden years. 

Both campaigns sharpened their 
critique of the other’s Medicare poli- 
cies in recent days as the already acri- 
monious race for the White House 
reached a new level. Romney’s run- 
ning mate, Rep. Paul Ryan of Wis- 
consin, on Saturday told seniors in 
Florida that he sees parallels with 
Europe’s debt crisis that cut seniors’ 
benefits and warned the same could 
happen in the United States. 

Campaigning Saturday in New 
Hampshire, Obama said that Rom- 
ney would tear apart Medicare. 

As Obama and Romney spent Sun- 
day attending church with their fam- 
ilies, advisers from both campaigns 
sparred on talk shows. 

TV interviewers pressed Rom- 
ney aides to explain how the GOP 
ticket can restore Obama’s proposed 
$716 billion cut in Medicare spend- 
ing’s growth over 10 years without 
worsening the program’s project- 
ed shortfall in funding. Moderators 
also noted that Ryan originally joined 
Obama in backing the proposal.

Medicare a Top Priority, For Now 

Rep. Paul Ryan has stood out in Washington for laying 
out tough spending choices that many lawmakers 
in both parties avoid. So it was almost inevitable 
that his selection as Mitt Romney’s running mate 
would vault Medicare to the top of the campaign 
debate. But it isn’t clear it will remain the top priority 
in an election that, to this point, has been a contest 
between Romney and President Barack Obama over 
who would be best for jobs and the economy, (ap) 


Backstory 

The debate's dominant topic re- 
mains howto tame Medicare’s explo- 
sive growth. President Barack Obama’s 
Medicare policies, included in his 2010 
health-care overhaul, rely heavily on 
cutting payments to health-care provid- 
ers. The plan Paul Ryan proposes would 
give future retirees a fixed amount of 
money to pick their health insurance 
from competing private plans or a gov- 
ernment program. According to the non- 
partisan Congressional Budget Office, 
Medicare overtime would spend thou- 
sands less per senior under the Ryan 
plan than under current policy, (ap) 


Romney adviser Eric Fehrnstrom 
told CNN’s “State of the Union” that 
Ryan and Romney are now in accord. 
The $716 billion can safely remain in 
the program, he said, because Rom- 
ney will “introduce choice and compe- 
tition through more private plans.” 

Obama aide Stephanie Cutter, also 
on CNN, said Romney’s plan to keep 
the $716 billion in Medicare over 10 
years would do nothing to shore up 
the program: “They’re going to use 
taxpayer dollars to give subsidies to 
insurance companies.” 

Obama’s proposed reductions 
would not hurt Medicare recipients. 
Cutter said, because he would create 
incentives for health providers to be 
more efficient, jim kuhnhenn (ap)

Akin’s Abortion Remark Draws Fire 


Backstory 

This month, Rep. Todd Akin won the 
state's Republican U.S. Senate primary 

by a comfortable margin of victory. During the 
primary, Akin enhanced his standing with TV 
ads in which former Arkansas governor and 
presidential candidate Mike Huckabee praised him 
as “a courageous conservative." Akin also has a long- 
established base among evangelical Christians, and was 
endorsed in the primary by more than 100 pastors, (ap) 



GOP Senate nominee 
says conception rare 
in ‘legitimate rapes’ 

St. Louis 

Rep. Todd Akin, the newly chris- 
tened GOP Senate nominee in Mis- 
souri, said in an interview airing 
Sunday that “legitimate rape” rare- 
ly causes pregnancy. 

Explaining his no-exceptions 
policy on abortions. Akin was 
asked why he opposes abortion 
even when the pregnancy is the 
result of rape. 

“First of all, from what I under- 
stand from doctors, [pregnancy 
from rape] is really rare,” Akin told 
KTVI-TV in a clip posted to YouTube 
by the Democratic super PAG Amer- 
ican Bridge. “If it’s a legitimate rape, 
the female body has ways to try to 
shut that whole thing down.” 


Akin added: “But let’s assume 
that maybe that didn’t work or 
something. I think there should be 
some punishment, but the punish- 
ment ought to be on the rapist and 
not attacking the child.” 

Akin issued a statement Sunday 
afternoon saying he misspoke. 

“In reviewing my off-the-cuff 
remarks, it’s clear that I misspoke 
in this interview and it does not 
reflect the deep empathy I hold for 


the thousands of women who are 
raped and abused every year,” he 
said. “I recognize that abortion, and 
particularly in the case of rape, is a 
very emotionally charged issue. But 
I believe deeply in the protection 
of all life and I do not believe that 
harming another innocent victim 
is the right course of action.” 

Akin’s statement threatens to 
recast a Senate race in which he 
starts as the favorite, but national 


Republicans are concerned about 
his ability to execute a winning 
strategy. Akin won the GOP nom- 
ination two weeks ago — a result 
that Democrats hailed as a poten- 
tial game-changer in a tough race 
for them. 

Sen. Claire McCaskill, D-Mo., 
and national Democrats actually 
spent money in the GOP primary to 
help get Akin through it. That strat- 
egy, at least in this case, appears to 
be paying dividends. 

McCaskill said she was outraged 
by Akin’s claim. 

“It is beyond comprehension 
that someone can be so ignorant 
about the emotional and physi- 
cal trauma brought on by rape,” 
McCaskill said in a statement. 
“The ideas that Todd Akin has 
expressed about the serious crime 
of rape and the impact on its vic- 
tims are offensive.” aaron blake (the

Uneasy Lull Settles Over Syria 


As Muslim holiday 
begins, Aleppo sees 
a pause in bloodshed 


Aleppo, Syria 

A lull in fighting for a Muslim hol- 
iday Sunday allowed residents of 
Aleppo to take stock of their loss- 
es after three weeks of intense 
battles left many in Syria’s larg- 
est city strapped for cash, sepa- 
rated from loved ones and scared 
of more violence. 

Thousands across the country 
marched against President Bashar 
Assad in mosques and cemeter- 
ies after special prayers marking 
the start of the three-day Eid al- 
Fitr holiday, which caps the holy 
month of Ramadan. The holiday — 
usually a joyful time to remember 
the dead, dress up and visit family 
— followed a particularly bloody 
Ramadan when fighting erupted 
in Syria’s two largest cities. 

“There is no holiday,” said 
Mohammed Radwan, 34, stand- 
ing near an apartment building 
in Aleppo’s Tariq al-Bab neigh- 
borhood, which was hit by an air- 
strike the day before. “The elec-

Kabul, Afghanistan 

A man in an Afghan police uni- 
form shot and killed an interna- 
tional service member Sunday, 
NATO said, raising the death toll 
to 10 in such attacks over the span 
of two weeks. 

Few details were immediately 
available about Sunday’s killing 
of a coalition member in south- 
ern Afghanistan. NATO said it was 
investigating along with Afghan 
authorities. Afghan officials could 
not be reached for comment. 

The Taliban have been actively 
recruiting members of the Afghan 
forces, saying in a statement last 
week that they considered the turn- 
coat attacks a major part of their 
strategy against the coalition.

As he toured the globe to highlight 
the disclosures, two women accused 
him of sex offenses during a trip to 
Sweden. Assange has said the sex 
with the women was consensual and 
denied wrongdoing but has fought off 
efforts to return him to Sweden for 
questioning for two years. 

Ecuador’s president, Rafael Correa, 
granted Assange asylum Thursday, 
and he remains out of reach of Brit- 
ish police while in the embassy. Brit- 
ain says if he steps outside, he will be 
detained and sent to Sweden. 

Assange praised Ecuador on Sun- 
day as “a courageous Latin American 
nation” that “took a stand for justice” 
in offering him sanctuary. He claimed 
to have won support from a host of 
Latin American nations — including 
Brazil, Colombia, Chile, Mexico and 
Argentina. Of those five, however, 
only Argentina has endorsed Ecua- 
dor’s decision to grant asylum. 

The WikiLeaks founder gave no 
indication of how he believes the stale- 
mate over his future may be resolved, 
though he said he hoped to be “reunit- 
ed soon” with his two children.

WikiLeaks founder Julian Assange 
portrayed himself Sunday as a vic- 
tim of an American “witch hunt” 
over his secret-spilling website in a 
defiant address from the balcony of 
an embassy where he has holed up to 
avoid extradition to face sex assault 
allegations in Sweden. 

Surrounded by British police who 
want to detain him, Assange made 
no mention of the sex assault case or 
how long he would remain in Ecua- 
dor’s embassy in London, where he 
took refuge two months ago. Instead 
he shifted focus to the U.S., accusing 
the government of targeting him for 
revealing a trove of American diplo- 


matic and military secrets. 

“I ask President Obama to do the 
right thing,” Assange said. “The Unit- 
ed States must renounce its witch 
hunt against WikiLeaks. 

“The United States must vow that 
it will not seek to prosecute our staff 
or our supporters,” he said, refer- 
ring specifically to Pfc. Bradley Man- 
ning, who awaits trial in Virginia in 
the scandal. 

Assange and his supporters claim 


the Swedish case is the first move of a 
Washington-orchestrated plot to make 
him stand trial in the U.S., which 
Swedish authorities dispute. 

The White House declined com- 
ment Sunday, but on Saturday said 
Assange’s fate is an issue for Sweden, 
Britain and Ecuador to resolve. 

Assange, a 41-year-old Australian, 
shot to international prominence in 
2010 when WikiLeaks began pub- 
lishing its cache of American secrets.

Metro Plan Draws Ire 

New SmarTrip-card 
machines won't have 
an audio option 


Washington 

Disability advocates for the region 
say Metro’s plan to make Smar- 
Trip cards more accessible to rid- 
ers with new vending machines at 
every rail station falls short in one 
crucial area: They will not be par- 
ticularly accessible to those with 
limited vision. 

The new machines, which are 
scheduled to make their debut Sept. 
1, have no audio feature. Riders who 
are blind or have impaired vision 
or those with cognitive impair- 
ments may find them difficult, if 
not impossible, to use, disability 
advocates said. 

“In this day in time I can’t imag- 
ine how ... the Metro system [is] 
purchasing things and then putting 
them, installing them and paying 
for them and they are not accessi- 
ble to everyone,” said Denise Rush, 
who is blind and serves on Met- 
ro’s Accessibility Advisory Com- 
mittee. “It is not acceptable. It is 
ludicrous.” 

Transit users with special needs 
said they already experience intim- 
idating trips in a system known for 
its chronically broken escalators 
and elevators, poor lighting in the 
platforms and poorly functioning 
loudspeakers that make it difficult 
to hear the next-stop announce- 
ments on trains and buses. 

“Traveling with partial sight is 
very difficult as it is,” said Barba- 
ra Milleville, president of National 
Capital Citizens With Low Vision. 
She said the lack of accessibility 
can be discouraging to those who 
depend on public transit.

A Moot Point 

Metro spokesman Dan Stessel 
called the audio feature “some- 
what of a moot point ." He said 
the new machines will sell only 
standard SmarTrip cards, not 
the reduced-fare cards someone 
with a disability would use.

“The transportation has to be 
accessible to people with disabil- 
ities,” Milleville said. “It is very 
important to be able to travel on 
your own safely and not have to 
ask for help.” 

Metro officials said that, start- 
ing in the fall, the new SmarTrip 
dispensers will be equipped with 
Braille decals. But advocates for the 
visually impaired said many peo- 
ple with limited sight don’t know 


Braille and would benefit from an 
audible prompt similar to the ones 
in automated teller machines. 

Under the Americans With Dis- 
abilities Act, Metro must provide 
equal access to public transit for 
those with disabilities. 

The transit system also encour- 
ages nearly 6,000 people with a 
disability to use its rail and bus 
services instead of the more cost- 
ly door-to-door MetroAccess ser- 
vice. 

“We sit here, we talk and we talk 
and we talk about why are all these 
people using paratransit and not 
using the fixed-rate system,” said 
Deborah Brown, president of the 
National Federation of the Blind, a 
regular Metro user and member of 
the AAC. “And then we go and do 
something like this. This is why.”

O’Malley said. “It’s not unlawful, but 
it is tax avoidance. At a time when 
our country needs everyone’s help 
to accelerate our nation’s recovery, 
he’s hiding his money.”

WHAT IS A CREDIT UNION? 

Much like a bank, credit unions offer financial 
services like checking and savings accounts, car 
loan, mortgages and credit cards. Some even 
offer investment services and insurance. The 
difference is that federal credit unions are non- 
profit, cooperative financial institutions. They 
are owned and run by their members. 

Why should I join? 

You will usually find higher savings rates for 
savings accounts and CDs, and lower borrowing 
rates for loans and credit cards, at credit unions. 
Plus, since credit unions are nonprofit, fees are 
kept to a minimum. 

What does it cost? 

Credit unions typically require that you maintain 
a deposit of around $5 or $10 in your “share” or 
savings account. That’s it. 

How do I access my money? 

Credit unions have branches with tellers, and 
ATM machines too. You can sign up for a debit 
card to access your checking account money as 
well. In practice, there 
is very little difference 
between your credit 
union and a corporately- 
owned bank. 

How do I join? 

Find one that fits you. 

Each credit union serves 
different groups. For in- 
stance: people who work 
for the same employer; those who live in a specific 
area; or members of a certain association. Most 
credit unions allow family members to join as 
well, so check and see if someone in your family 
is already a member of a credit union. 

Is my money safe? 

Yes. Deposits of up to $250,000 are insured by 
the National Credit Union Administration.

Wrong Side of the Story 



‘Locked Up Abroad' 
recounts the capture 
of two journalists

NATGEol Many ofthe folks featured 
10:00 on “Locked Up Abroad” 
are the authors of their 
own misfortunes. They apparently 
were born without that inner voice 
that tells most people not to smuggle 
drugs into Turkey or Thailand, or 
to accept mysterious luggage from 
strangers. It’s easy to pity them for 
their suffering, but it’s harder to 
sympathize with their actions. 

The subjects in tonight’s episode, 
“Nightmare in Somalia,” are differ- 
ent. Australian photographer Nigel 
Brennan and Canadian reporter 
Amanda Lindhout traveled to Soma- 
lia in 2008 to report on that nation’s 
continuing conflict. On their way 
to document conditions in a refu- 
gee camp, they were kidnapped by 


armed bandits. Although the jour- 
nalists’ captors forced them to con- 
vert to Islam, the kidnappers’ moti- 
vations were neither religious nor 
political, but economic: They wanted 
millions of dollars in ransom. 

“Nightmare” does an effective 
job of evoking the paranoia and 
indignities of the situation. It recalls 
Brennan’s frequent resentment of 
his fellow journalist. The fact that 


the two victims didn’t always like 
each other adds a touch of realism 
to this harrowing account. 

Despite their differences, the 
two captives managed to escape 
from their cells. They were recap- 
tured and faced an even more 
gruesome form of incarceration, 
all before being freed more than 
a year after their initial capture.
